James H. B. Christie. 

james HH. 2B. Christie died in London, 
Sept. 23, his seventy-fourth birthday 
lle was the last surviving member of 
the well-known London firm of auc- 
tioneers, Christie, Manson & Woods. 

“The death of Mr. James HH. B. 
Christie,” says the London “Standard,” 
“brings to mind the fact that there is 
no longer any former partner alive 
bearing any of the three names by 
which the firm is known. The late Mr. 
(hristie, indeed, retired from all con- 
nection with the business 1889. lor 
some time there has been no Manson, 
,and of other partners, Mr. Taylor died 
some years ago, and Mr. Arthur Nat 
tali is the only retired associate alive 
Mr. Nathaniel Gibbs, Christie's pictur 
esque cashier and comptroller, 
happily survives, although he entered 
the service of the firm before the late 
Mr. Woods,
